Dean John Price Jackson, Dean 
of the School of Knglncerlng at Stale 
College says: 


"The value of good roads Is beyond 


argument, and good roads are conced- 
ed to be of tho utmost Importance to 
the property of all communities,, and 
especially to the farmer. A good roads 
passing through a farming district and 
extending to a town gives many advan- 
tages, of which the most Important arc 
cheaper transportation, better social 
conditions, and Increased 
value 
of 


property. 


"In order to have these conditions 


In every locality, It is necessary to 
have the best road that can be con- 
structed by tho means available. Tho 
State has constructed roads of stone 
and brick In many localities, but not 
lu all. For many years It will be nec- 
essary for the townships to keep the 
greater part of the roads In good con- 
dition with the material and means 
they arc able to procure. The Stito 
Highway Department gives engineer- 
ing assistance and advice for this w.th- 
out charge.
